Usually this topic has to do with how to hang antenna wires from trees. My 
query is "what about putting antennas close to trees?" 


I know that folage absorption of RF is a problem at VHF and UHF 
frequencies. How about hi-band HF frequencies? 


I am considering putting up some new antennas for 15,17,10 meters since the 
bands are coming back to life. The best spots in my yard are along the tree 
lines and amidst a bunch of 40' high pines. I can hang delta loops, half 
squares and such from the branches. I realize that it wuld be better if 
they were in the clear, but wonder just how much of a problem absortion 
would be at those frequencies. 


Does it matter about the polarization? After all, trees are vertical so 
maybe vertical antennas would "squeeze more RF" through the gaps. What do 
you think? 


BTW, the skeletone cone antenna which I put up this Winter at only 20-25 
feet seems to work very well on the hi bands. Have worked KH6, DL2 and such 
the past few days on 15 & 17m. I hate to disturb it by trying to get it 


higher up in the trees.

Well, Roger's antenna between trees works fine. I tried an even stealthier 
approach, and stapled a wire vertical up the side of my palm tree, with 8 
buried radials on the ground.... the dielectric loading from the tree made 
me shorten the antenna by about 20%, and it is a very poor performer... 
poor signal reports, and weak reception compared to an elevated 1/4 wave 
vertical (my portable antenna). I think you need to keep the radiating 
elements spaced away from the tree. Most of the reports I've seen use that 
approach.

C102(0.01uf) is at the 78L08 regulator's INPUT. 
It is there more to keep transmitter RF out of the regulator than 
anything else. 7 MHz. stuff coming into this regulator would be 
bad news: it doesn't have much control at this high frequency. You 
could almost count on 7 MHz. appearing at its output. 

And look where the 8v output goes....right into the VFO 
tuning pot. So you'd end up with a 7 MHz. FM modulated VFO. Very bad. 


You'll often see these regulators with bypass caps adjacent. 
These regulators can oscillate: the inductance of the input wires 
(even a foot or two) can make them unstable. But that's not a 
problem here, since C112 (220uf) is very close. 

The cap on the output apparently improves transient 
response, so that you get less of a "glitch", when load changes.

So I leave the "great tree debate" to those who know the formulas 
and have good calculators... What this simple cajun ham can tell you is that

This is an interesting question. I have an acre with hundreds of tall 
Texas pine trees in the 90' to 100+ region. With all my antenns either 
fastened too or run though them. I probably have 5000 £t of wire in 12 
or 15 antennas up there. I have never really been able to determine if 
the trees hurt or help me. I do get really good signals reports around 
the world. Most all are gain type multi-element antennas. The one that 
I would have the most question about is my 160 "L". This is a ON4UN 
type "L" with 2 1/4 wave evelated radials. The vertical element runs a 
few inches from the trunk of a huge pine tree for about 90' before the 
"L" is formed at the top. One of the radials actually lays on the roof 
of my garage for about 60 feet before it goes out into the woods. 

Having said all of that, I took John's formula and cut the vert. section 
as well as radials with no consideration to trees and garage roof and 
came within 3 kcs of my target frequency on 160 meters with something 
less that 1.2:1 swr. No triming was necessary. That tell's me that the 
huge trunk of the pine tree has little or no effect of the end result of 
antenna. I'm sure that John did't factor in the effect of trees in his 
computer model. 

I use insulated wire in all my antennas but I'm not sure if that really 
makes a difference at rf frequencies when touching the trees. 


Being so close to the tree trunk may make a difference the radiation 
pattern. I've never proved or disproved this fact. I do know that the 


"L" works well. 


I am looking for a good design on a 4 square for 75/80 if anyone has one 
please pass it on.

OUTPUT side. 

So if you measure the DC voltage across C102, you'll 
see +8v. Not +12v. 


Everyone should scratch out C102 on their schematics, and 
draw in a new C102 at the top of the tuning pot (J2, pin 1).

I got them from the power company, surplus, they are made of fiberglass, 
and section out and in with locking plugs (spring loaded) and they work 
real well for holding up lights weight antennas, they are very loose 
though for high applications. That is the reason I guy them at six 
points to keep them steady. the use of the pulley to pull up the dipole 
or wire (whatever) is the real tightener and that is the reason for the 
pulley. Then if you still have to pull it back to the opposing end, you 
just go to your guys on the opposite side and tighten them up. Very 
simple, but it looks hard. 

We will hopefully have some pictures of that on the klites web site. 

I saw some of the pictures last night at the QRPizza meeting and they 
were very good, but we have to have a higher resolution scanner to see 
that wire and ropes.

Depending on whether this chip shorts or opens when it blows, U1, and 
U2( both SA612) would be at risk. 

-Above that, D12(33v zener) will start to smoke for input voltages above 
33v. 

-Then Q4 might be at risk once D12 fries. 

-Above that, the op-amp is at risk...

The issue is the capacitive effect of the steel surface with the balanced 
transmission line. Why not punch out a few dozen circular spacers with 
diameter about twice that of of the wide dimension of the parallel 
feeder?

It 
should have very little effect on the properties of the line.
